president's home at Washington Sunday morning.

persistently'. They streamed around the White House grounds be- 
hind a 'band and many of them shouted messages to the president 
through megaphones us they marched. The "White House loomed 
up, huge and gray-like through the misty atmosphere and if any at- 
lention was -being paid to the marchers it was not visible from the 
outside. Even freaks and notoriety seekers get tired of rain and 
sleet after awhi!eland so after a few parades the "Suffs" disbanded 
and called off the picketing that had been going on at the White 
House gates for some .months. 


These paraders were not the real Women Suffragists, the kind 


who accomplish things and who have been making the real battle 
for equal suffrage with such considerable success. They arc the 
fanatics who rise to the surface whenever any great movement is 
launched and who do more harm than good to the cause.

STILL GOING UPWARD 


Business, as predicated by the condition of the iron and steel 


market for the past -week, showed increased activity and a rising 
tendency in prices.

It is evident there is no prospect of de- 
cline in the activity thereof until peace comes and stops the destruc- 
tion of shipping, while at the same time enabling the warring na- 
tions to enter construction under normal conditions.

STILL GOING UPWARD 


Business, as predicated by the condition of the lion and steel 


market for the past week, showed increased activity and a rising 
tendency in prices. Commodity movements were largely accelerated 
by improved freight facilities and milder weather. Pig iron is in 
over-demand and advances in price thereof are the sure prospect. 
Iron and steel tubular goods went up from four to six dollars a ton, 
scoring the second substantial advance for the month. Steel rails, 
for which the Pennsylvania gave a heavy order, deliverable in 1818, 
-seemed to advance ill sympathy. Prices' were most likely made 
liouyant'by the assumption that the government and railroads would 
soon 'become heavy" buyers, there being acceleration also through 
th--stimulus of heavy "ship'construction orders. .Ship building in 
.America has taken on a tremendous impetus and the demands 
thereof may have a powerful influence on the iron trade for a con- 
siderable period to come. It is evident there is no prospect of de- 
cline in the activity thereof until peace comes and stops the destruc- 
tion of shipping, while at the same time enabling the warring na- 
tions to enter construction under normal conditions.
